Guernsey Sires met discuss the 
future sampling young sires and how 
can provide the best young bulls that will 
help improve the breed. One the things 
suggested was mate specific cows spe- 
cific bulls, similar the way A.I. companies 
contract cows bull mothers. was de- 
cided that while this was certainly ideal 
situation, tough find someone that has 
the time correctively mate these cattle and 
proper follow-up these matings. One 


the things suggested was that breed 
should communicate our thoughts and ideas 
with each other more readily. Most breeders 
get around other farms occasion and 
may see cows that really impress them. 
need make these “special” cows known 
others that may consider them po- 
tential bull mothers. impossible for 
get around all the farms and see all the 
cows that could potential bull mothers. 
Once these bull mothers have been iden- 
tified, then have come with the best 
choice for mating sire. would suggest us- 
ing bull that might correct any faults that 
cow has and then select bull that would 
have high probability having son 
sampled. opinion, currently that list 
very diverse. have probably sampled 
about enough Challenge sons, but Aaron, 
Silverado, Turley, Response, Spider, Hud- 
son, and Lucas are all bulls that could pos- 
sibly used sire sons. All these 
bulls have strengths that feel can used 
help improve the next generation they are 
used carefully and properly. like the pros- 
pect sampling five young bulls with five 
different sires opposed sampling seven 
eight Challenge sons. smaller breed, 
important that not narrow our ge- 


netic base too much. Concentrating this 
alone, feel could only help reproductive ef- 
ficiency within the breed well. 

The most common question have been 
asked this fall have seen any more 
milking Mentor daughters and how are they 
looking. this point have not seen any 
milking Mentor daughters recently; howev- 
er, many should start freshening very soon. 
There may enough fresh that adds 
daughters his production proof the next 
run January. However, believe will 
April until begin see increase the 
daughters found his type proof. 

Along with Mentor, expect begin 
seeing daughters Regis and Tiller sons 
very soon.

Thus, there genetic correlation 
between production and type. (Good production does not cause good type and vise versa). 


APPLICATION RESULTS 


The value any study dependant upon whether the results are applicable breeding plans and 
selection methods. The selection breeding stock take place various stages the females' lifetime. 

Selection which heifers will allowed reproduce and perform usually dependant upon the 
performance the dam, paternal and maternal sisters, and other close relatives. Whether the heifer 
remains the herd cow depends primarily her own performance producer, beginning 
two-year-old. Later selections will dependant upon lifetime performance the dam and/or the indi- 
vidual. Consequently, dairy cattle selection somewhat continual process. 

The amount permanent improvement that may accomplished selection dependant the 
breeder's ability recognize the genetic differences between individuals. Since genetics cannot mea- 
sured directly, all selections must based phenotypic expressions. From the results this and similar 
estimates the intro-sire, intro-herd heritability milk and fat production are the order 0.2 
0.3. This implies that only 20-30% the differences production cows the same herd due the 
transmissible inheritance. Consequently, the majority the differences are nonhereditary origin and may 
completely mask the true breeding value the individual. 

The rate improvement that can made herd dependant upon the heritability the trait, 
the selection differential, (culling point culling all below certain point performance) the genetic 
variability, (the difference genetically between the trait, the more reliable the phenotype (what you see) 
estimate genotype (due heredity). dairy cattle, where all productive traits appear low- 
medium heritability, the rate improvement should expected slow unless the selection differential 


extremely high (culling very high level)). 


Some the differences that show among cows may due the differences within cows. For example, 
even though milk and fat production records are adjusted there will differences the amount produced 
the same cow for different locations. These variations are largely due environmental changes, since 
the genotype the cow remains unchanged throughout her lifetime. Every record will include some error 
due the influences environment. These errors may cause the record higher lower then the true 
producing ability the cow. Therefore, they tend cancel out when the lifetime average record the cow 
used. averaging all records from the same cow, the variation between cows reduced. How much faith 
can placed basing selections one record compared the average several records depends upon 

how repeatable the records are. The heritability fraction larger when averaged records are used and this 


increases the efficiency selection.
